Durable Roads Has 


Arrived. 


There are 6,582,000 
miles 
of 


highway in the world. 
And the 


United States has 3,013,584 miles 
of this total with 24,493,124 auto- 
mobiles driving over them. 


625,000 miles are surfaced roads 


—293,353 are State highways, the 
balance being rural roads. These 
figures are from the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Commerce report. 


Many cities are planning ex- 


pensive and jcomplete programs 
for expediting traffic within their 
boundaries. . The city of Cleve- 
land, for instance, is planning a 
10 year 
improvement 
program 


which will necessitate building- 128 
miles of entirely new-roads, recon- 
struction 467 miles of their pres- 
ent roads and eliminating 55 to 60 
grade crossings.

Equal Rights for Commerce 


' 
S7ESTERDAY at Magnolia there was a big rally of business 


LX. men .celebrating the semi-annual meeting of the South 
'Arkansas Chamber of Commerce. For a voluntary alliance 
of business men the south state chamber has shown excep- 
tional spirit and enterprise—but the odds against whiSh a 


tvoluntary association has to struggle in the battle for in- 


— J'dustry and wealth against the organized East, are tremen- 


dous. Our idea of chambers of commerce is they they should 
be tax-supported. 


Is there any more reason for using tax money to sup- 


port a political government, which rules the people, than a 
commercial structure, upon which their bread .depends? 


The theory of tax-supported chambers of commerce has 


been tried by two of the most aggressive states in the Union 
—Florida and California. 
Even in Arkansas we have grant- 


ed permission for Little Rock to bond herself, if she chooses, 
to pay for industrial advertising—which amounts simply to 
a tax-supported chamber of commerce. 


Here in the South and Southwest we have a wonderful 


• opportunity to grow as cities without incurring the dis- 


sention and hatred which characterize the older cities of the 
East. We have the chance to be more efficient, because more 
of our people work for a living; and to be better citizens, be- 
caus we are not large enough for our various groups to mis- 
understand one another. 


We see two reasons for adopting the principle of a tax- 


supported chamber of commerce: 
In the first place the 


• progress arid prosperity of this coming country demands- 
that its resources be heavily exploited. That takes money. 
, The most democratic way of distributing the cost of a pro- 
gram which helps everybody, is through taxation. It would 
save a lot of lip argument until we could look at the* results— 
which is the cardinal principle of success in private business. 


The father great reason for a tax-supported chamber is 


that democratic support of this business organization would 
bring it into the true relationship which should exist between 
the chamber of commerce and the private citizen. It is the 
common failing of chambers everywhere that they fall into 
the hands of cliques among business men, and incur the open 
hostility of labor. That is wrong. 


Yet there is one chamber of commerce well known over 


Arkansas which led an anti-labor fight in its own city, which 
made the chamber a veritable clearing house for industrial 
warfare, and which promoted destruction instead of pros- 
perity. But who was to blame for that? Nobody but the city 
which permitted its most important commercial organization 
to.go to rot for lack of adequate support. And a chamber of 
commerce, like many other things, doesn't die when inade- 
quately supported—it merely draws aid from questionable 
sources, and from a public asset degenerates into a public 
nuisance, 


Here in theySouth, where we are just beginning things, 


is a splendid opportunity to demand equal rights for corn- 
Amerce. It would be fine if Arkansas were to start it, and) 
better j£ Hope were to lead Arkansas.

itor than the prime minister of 
Lithuania or Abyssinia. 
Actually, 


of course, the significance of his 
visit -and the importance of Great 
Britian in our foreign affairs will 
make his presence of unprecedent- 
ed official and popular interest.

summer: He probably Will sail on 
one of the larger British liners, 
rather than on a warship such as 
President Hoover 
used for 
his 


goodwill tour of Latin America. 


The State Department will co- 


operate with the British embassy 
—which, of course, will be made 
cognizant of MacDonald's wishes 
—in staging the visit. A high offi- 
cial of the department will be the 
first to greet him at Quarantine 
off New York. This official may 
be Undersecretary of State Joseph 
P. Cotton or it may be Secretary 
of Statue Stimson, himself.
